1 Home lor t'Otirt Marital. 

San Fbakcihco, April 5.— Among the 
passengers quarantined on the steamer 
City of Peking, which arrived yeBterday 
from Yokohama, is Capt. T. O. Soof ridge, 
late commander of tlio 17, 8. warship 
Omaha, who is en route to Washington 
under suspension caused by the unfortu- 
nate affair which occurred in Japan on 
March 4th, while he was in command of 
the Omaha. The vessel had been engaged 
in shell practice off the island of [keshima, 
'Jo miles from Nagasaki, and tho officer in 
charge reportod all shells had exploded. 
Shortly after, however, while a group of 
Japanese were examining the shell winch 
had been fired from the ( hfiaha, it ex- 
ploded, killing four and wounding botch. 
On learning these facts Rear-Admiral 
Chandler placed Qapt, Seefridge under 
suspension arid ordered him to leave by 
the first steamer and report to the secre- 
tary of the navy. 

Betlirns the IJ. H. Trade n.illnr. 

The Hongkong ;in<l Shanghai hanking 
corporation of this city received a con- 
signment of two hundred and Bovonty-fivo 
thousand trade dollars from Hongkong by 
the ateamer Oity of Peking, to bo ex- 
ohangedfor standard dollars. 

The Kescned Snllors. 

Nbw YoltK, April 5.- Steamer Victoria 
which arrived to-day from Baracia, 
brought the captain and crew of nineteen 
of the brig Johanna which foundered at 
sea after being ten days out from Havana 
for New York. The crew had been at the 
pumps constantly for two days before tho 
Johanna sunk, and were in a wretched 
condition when picked up. 

Steamer Keportcil Lost. 

British tramp steamer Oarmena which 
loft Barrow, England, February 21st, has 
not yet arrived and is given up as lost 
with all on hoard. She had a full cargo 
of steel blooms consigned to a linn in 
Pennsylv lltia. The vessel was commanded 
by Capt. .1. A. Halcrow, and had u crew 
of 33 men. The Carmena was a three 
masted schooner rigged vessel, and hailed 
from Btindeo, Scotland, where she was 
built in April, 1881. William Thompson 
owned her. The vessel and cargo arc valued 
at 100,000, and aro fully insured. 

An Explosion of Molten Steel. 

Pitthuuiui, April 5. Six men were 
terribly burned by an explosion of molten 
metal in thu converting department of tho 
Edgar Thomas stoel works at Braddock, 
Pa., this morning. The steel had boon 
dumped into a portable ladle preparatory 
to pouring it into an ingot mould, when 
tho liquid metal exploded and was scatter- 
ed in all directions, 

Seven lien Lynched 1 . 

CiiARi.HSToN, S. O., April 5. —Early 
this morning about sixty undisguised tuon 
foroihly entered tho jail at Ybrkvillo and 
breaking open the cells, seized Giles, 
Good, Bailey, Bowdle, Prendley, Thomp- 
son and Al< iso Lipsotnb, horotoforo 
charged with tho murder of John Lee, a 
good young white lad, in December last. 
Taking the prisoners a mile north of the 
village they hanged I hem to frees. These 
men organized in a conspiracy in the fall of 
1H8(I to steal cotton, and murder, if neces- 
sary to covur their crimes. The prisoners 
wore to have boon tried this week, but 
flic lynchers got ahead of tho law.

A TERRIBLE STORM, 

In Nova Scotia Results in Considerable Dam- 
ago- Fishing Craft Sunk at Their 
Moorings and One Is Lost- 
Fears for the Safety of 
Several Schooners. 

(Special to Till! COLONIST.) 

Halifax, April 5. — A dispatch from 
Clark's Harbor says: Tho storm of Sat- 
urday and Sunday ihflioted considerable 
damage to property in several places. The 
fishing craft and other vessels escaped to- 
tal destruction by being anchored under 
a loo shore. Some of them sank at their 
moorings. One broke adrift and was lost. 
Fears are entertained for tho safety of 
several schooners which sailed for the 
lishing grounds two days previous. 

CONUEXSE1) DISPATCHES. 

A derelict sailing vessel is drifting on 
Trapassey on the southwest coast. 

Constable Homey, who threw down 1 H 
nrins and refused to obey orders in the 
arresting of Father Ryan at Dublin, has 
been dismissed from the force but will not 
he prosecuted. 

Thu duties collected at the custom house 
in San Francisco for the week ending 
Saturday, March 26th was *i:!2,D'Jl.DK 
The internal revenue for the same time 
amounted to $39,153.35. 

The sentence of Alexander GoldeliHon, 
convicted of the murder of the school girl, 
Mamie Kelly, tit San Francisco, was post- 
poned until next Saturday in order to give 
the defendant's counsel time to prepare a 
motion for a new trial. 

Three persona who were concerned in 
the attempt to assassinate tho Czar by 
means of bombs, in St. Petersburg, on 
March 1st, wore hanged on Thursday 
morning. Twenty more officers in tho 
rariuus branches of the service have been 
arrested. 

Tho shortage in A. M. Stanton's accounts 
of the Brill of Histores it Sons, Detroit, is 
now placed at Sl-'S.OOO. The best legal 
opinion is that Stanton being a partner in 
the firm and owning an individual interest 
in the firm, could not steal from himself 
and in tho eyes of the law has simply over- 
drawn his account. 

It is rumored at Bucharest that an out- 
break lias occurred at Kustchuk and that 
tho Bulgarian minister has been attacked 
and two regiments have revolted at Kirk- 
tindel. The officers of both have been 
placed under arrest, but it is stated that 
the men, after a light with the local troops 
have Med to the mountains. 

Tho London Times publishes a despatch 
from Sofia which says that the attempt 
which was made at Hustchuk yesterday 
by throe Bulgarian refugees to assassinate 
t he prefoct of Hustchuk was the part of a 
cowardly intrigue. The prefect had been 
entrusted with tho secret of tho conspira- 
tors, and they, fearing betrayal, decided 
to remove him. 

A despatch from St. John's, N. F., says: 
No further particulars have been received 
concerning tho steamer Eagle disaster. 
The steamer Aurore has boon despatched 
to .the scene. Hopes are entertained that 
some of the Eagle o ew are still alive. 
Her crew numbered 250 men. 

W. A. Clark, the post office clerk at 
New York, arrested for stealing 810,000 
in a registered package from Portland, 
Ore, has confessed that he also stolen 
package in December last, containing 810, 
000 and sent it to Charleston, S. C. He 
admitted that he was interested in a 
gambling house in New York.

(Columbian.) 
B. Douglas received a letter yesterday 
from Archie Burns, dated at Tacoma, 
which is too good to bo lost. It is as 
follows: "1 have tho ttjuos now, and am 
very nervous. 1 landed here in Tacoma. 
1 could not have had the nerve to stand 
three days and three nights without sleep 
had 1 not taken some stimulant. The 
fourth night I was overcome with sleep. 1 
dreamed tharo was wolves after me and 1 
was climbing a free. I was much fright- 
ened about this, but when 1 awoke and 
thought of it 1 said to myself it surely 
must be the lawyers, but they can set and 
look up till they arc hungry before 1 come 
down out of the top of the tree to bo de- 
voured. The lawyers broke mo all up. 
1 never could get any money out of them. 
I supplied them with coal and wood, and 
when I gave them bills to collect they 
always kept it."

Tracks. 

Nbw Yokk, March 30.— Tho Tribune'* 
Halifax special of tho 2!)th says: Tho 
five-days' snow blockado of the Intercolo- 
nial railway was broken to-night. One 
thousand men were engaged in shovelling 
snow off tho track. The blockade covered 
a distance of twonty-sovon miles. The 
Intercolonial and New Brunswick railways 
have already directly expended 870,000 
in shovelling snow off tho tracks. One 
train was 100 hours in covering two miles, 
and the snow-drifts in ono place com- 
pletely covered the telegraph p< los. 

CANADIAN TRADE. 

Large Increase in Exports to the United States. 

New York, April 1. — Tho Herald's 
Halifax special says: The proof that the 
provincial merchants realize the danger of 
tho American retaliation hill being put 
into operation, is found in the fact that 
the value of exports hence to tho I'nited 
States during t ho past three months enor- 
mously exceeded the exports of any pre- 
vious quarter for many years. Exporta- 
tion to the I'nited States for the first 
quarter of 1887 amounted in value to 
$330,000, an increase over the Haine quar- 
ter of last year of nearly $150,000, and 
about $-1(3,000 over the last quarter of 
1886.

A NEW REFRIGERATOR, CAR. 

Fish, Fruit mid Meat Can lie Preserved for an 
Indefinite Period. 

Tho American Refrigerating Company 
of New York has lately perfected a patent 
which is destined to increase the com 
merce of this part of the country very 
largely. It consists of refrigerating cars, 
storage houses, steamers, and in fact 
everything by the use of anhydrous am- 
monia applied directly through pipes tra- 
versing the apartment to be refrigerated 
and the absorption of the ammonia in 
water whence it can ho recovered chom- 
i, ally at small cost. A car can bo fitted 
\> ith ammonia and a tank of water joined 
liy these pipes and tho flow of the ammo- 
nia is regulated by a thermometer vdve 
so t hat the car can bo kept at a fixed tem- 
perature just above freezing for an inde- 
finite timo. About one-thirtieth tho 
weight is used compared with ice, so a 
charge of ammonia of one-tenth that of 
ico would carry a car across the continent. 
The air in the car, by condensing all 
moisture in tho pipes, is kept very dry, 
and similar to the preserving cool atmos- 
phere of Manitoba winters. The cost of 
this refrigerating is merely nominal, while 
by the use of the thermometer 
value no waste can occur. Fish, 
meats and ripe fruits that are 
frozen by ice partake of tho dampness, 
and when thawed, by the bursting of the 
colls, rapidly spoil, while by this system 
they can he kept in afresh condition with- 
out freezing,' at say forty degrees, across 
the continent, and have all the qualifies 
of fresh produce on arrival. This process 
will enable shippers to put salmon, hali- 
but and ripe fruits into eastern markets 
cheaply and well, and will get us beef and 
mutton for our consumption. It is con- 
templated to erect plants of t his company, 
with cold storage houses, at Seattle, Port- 
land and Now Westminster during this 
year. 

Ab to tho merits of the enterprise Dr. 
Doremua, of the college of the City of 
New York, tho leading chemist of the 
1 Inited States, said: 

"I congratulate you and your company 
on" tho possession "of the valuable patents 
which cover such an extensive lield so 
beneficial to humanity, and w hich offer 
such promises for commercial success." 

A well-known dcah'r tho other day said 
t hat tho above invention would prove of 
great benefit to fish dealers on the coast 
and cat tle dealers on the plains. It would 
enable the farmer to ship our magnificent 
fish to all points of the east in a fresh 
state, and Uuih immediately allow a largo 
number to engago in lishing on our coast 
and inland waters with profit, and to tho 
cattle raiser on the plains it will give a 
cheap and simple transportation for his 
hoof in a dressed condition to a lucrative 
market. It is calculated that the cost of 
refrigerating tho car would not he more 
than 0116-half cent por pound, and of 
course the additional expense would bo 
the freight charges.

London, March 2!). — The operation of 
suspending the constitutional liberty of 
Ireland was exhibited in the commons last 
night at its very worst. 1 never witnessed 
a more disorderly aceiio. It would not bo 
easy to imagine one. Irish members were 
out in full force. Seated with them woro 
the advanced English radicals, who began 
by sharpening their views and ended by 
imitating their behavior. 

Balfour's remarks preparatory to intro- 
ducing his hill were feeble almost beyond 
description. Finally, after quoting unim- 
portant and unverified figures for ten 
minutes, he closed his manuscript, and 
said triumphantly, "So much for statis- 
tics." There was an instanteous roar of 
laughter which prolonged again tho spon- 
taneity of ridicule poured upon him by 
the liberals and Parnellites alike. The 
disheartened conservatives behind him 
raised hut a few thin cheers. 

It, was not, however, till he reached the 
coercive clauses themselves that disorder 
grew overwhelming. He began by this 
Bold statement: " Wo propose to abolish 
trial by jury altogether, ' which caused 
another roar of laughter from the Parnell- 
ites, who having once started, hardly 
stopped again. As he proceeded to de- 
tail the government's proposals, he was 
assailed by a succession of contemptuous 
questions showered at him and jeering in- 
terject ions, and it was suggested that if 
his speech was much encouraged to "Co 
ahead," "Keep it up," "Don't, stop." 
When he hesitated for a moment there 
was a perfect uproar of cat-calls. At first 
everyone was astounded. The Speaker 
did not interfere, hut the explanation of 
this conduct was doubtless because it was 
wisest, under the circumstances," as ho 
saw in a moment, the Irish members wero 
so excited and filled with passion as to be 
absolutely beyond control; He was not 
willing to provoke a direct conflict between 
himself and them, which could only 
have resulted in the suspension of tho 
front opposition bench. 

(Hailstone and Morloy sat side by side. 
Gladstone's face flushed deep red — a most 
unusual thing with him— in his excite- 
ment, as the stringency of the measures 
became gradually apparent . Morlcy show- 
ed similar signs of deep feeling. Both of 
them, several times broke out into uncon- 
scious, indignant gesture. During tho 
latter part of the speecli all order and 
authority completely vanished. It was 
impossible to look on without feeling 
deeply tho chaos to which the great as- 
sembly had been reduced. 

After Balfour's remarks there was one 
more sensation, as Dillon delivered one of his 
most impassioned and remarkable speech- < 
os. Laboring under great, excitement, and 
practically shaking his list in the face of 
the government, he cried in a hoarse 
voice: "If the people of England should 
be capable of passing such a law 1 should 
give up all hope of 'ever seeing tho two 
peoples shako hands and be friends. If 1 
t hought they could accept such a measure, 
1 would abandon public agitation for 1 
would consider men slaves who would 
submit to such a matter. I should do 
either of two things. I would leave for- 
ever tho country wherein no Irishman 
could live, except like a slave, or I would 
be proud and willing to lead them on to 
battle." 

Still more extraordinary was tho fact 
that Gladstone turned completely round 
in his seat to see Dillon. He applauded 
in a maimer which can only be described 
as positively .-.wild, cheering him in thu 
most enthusiastic manner. 1 never have 
seen him so joyed by the utterance of any 
parliamentary speaker. It is only fair to 
add he probably did not catch the con- 
cluding words of the sentence he ap- 
plauded, on account of too tumult. 

At liberal headquarters after tho de- 
bate ami throughout the country this 
morning the most, intense indignation is 
felt, ut. the government proposals. Every 
one is preparing for war to the knife. 
Especially has tin; announcement that 
they will be made permanent taken deep 
root in the minds of the people. It is 
hardly too soon to prophesy that the bill 
will not be passed in the present form.

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PROFESSOR TANNER ON BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

In liis new pamphlet on •"British Colum- 
bia: its agricultural and commercial capa- 
bilities, and (.ho advantage!) it offers for 
emigration purposes," Professor Henry 
Tanner deals fully with the characteristics 
of the Pacific province. After briefly 
sketching tho history >>f the province, the 
professor speaks of his journey west by 
tho Canadian Pacific railway, treating, in 
doing so, the enclosure of one hundred 
square miles near Ciuunore, which has 
been set apart by the Dominion govern- 
ment as a national park. Proceeding 
westward from Banff, the professor has 
much to say of the grandeur of tho moun- 
tain scenery and of the journey to Port 
Moody. Speaking of the men whose 
brave hearts, great courage and brilliant 
powers of mind built the great, trans-con- 
tinental road he says that "the noble 
manner in which Sir John A. Macdonald's 
government rallied to their side, and 
bravely aided them at critical periods, 
redounds greatly to their political credit." 
Ho adds: 



Tho land grant regulations anil tho fish- 
ing resources of the province ore detailed. 
Of tho mineral resources tho Professor 
remarks: "British Columbia appears to 
bo on tho evo of a groat gold develop- 
ment, ono probably unequalled in the 
past; and the facilities which now enable 
food supplies and other comforts of life 
being provided and supplied will rob any 
'gold fever' of many of its most painful 
associations. " As to the Chinese and gen- 
eral labour questions, he concludes by de- 
claring that the facts brought out in evi- 
dence before the commission "ate abund- 
antly sufficient to show tho varied 
opportunities which British Columbia 
oilers to good, steady and competent work- 
men. The demand for such men is great 
and, in the face of t ho offer of such splen- 
did wages as have boon quoted, employers 
are still reluctantly compelled to employ 
the Chinese, and they have to give to tho 
Chinese the gold they would far rather 
hand over to good British workmen. It 
will bo well for tho over-crowded work- 
ing classes in ( treat Britain to bear those 
facts in mind."

PROVINCIAL CON FERENC B. 

In the Ontario legislative assembly on 
Wednesday last, Mr. Meredith, loader of 
the opposition, inquired whether any ap- 
plication had boon made by the govern- 
ment of Quebec to the government of 
Ontario to appoint delegates to represent 
this province at a meeting of representa- 
tives of the various provinces, for the pur- 
pose of considering a revision of the pro- 
visions of the British North flmerica Act, 
what reply had been made to such appli- 
cation, and whether it was proposed to 
take part in such meeting without prior 
sanction. lion. Mr. Mowttt, attorney- 
general, stated that the government had 
received a communication from the 
premier of Quebec with reference to the 
encroachments of thu Dominion, the ques- 
tion of provincial rights and the financial 
situations. He concurred in the grave 
importance of the subject, and said that 
Ontario was satisfied with tho provisions 
of the British North America Act if car- 
ried out. He answered that in viow of 
the financial condition of some of the 
provinces and what had occurred since 
confederation, his government approved 
of the proposal for a meeting of delegates 
of all the provinces, The government had 
no proposition to lay before the house, 
but he .added that if at the meeting any- 
thing took place requiring the sanction of 
parliament, the government will duly sub- 
mit the proposition. 

A. T. Stewart, one of the principal 
engineers of the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
has completed a preliminary survey of the 
Boston A Quebec air line route to be 
built from Skowhegan, Maine, to Moose 
river, following the Kennebec river on 
tho oast side through Marion, Solon, 
Bingham and Moscow over the mountains 
styled the "Switzerland of America;" 
thirty miles to Moose river village, there 
connecting with the Canadian Pacific to 
tho west and east. At this point the 
Quebec Central will build down to con- 
nect, making a transcontinental junction 
of three railroads and river systems in 
the heart of the lumber region of the St. 
John, Penobscot and Kennebec rivers. 
Mr. Stewart reports this a practicable and 
desirable route. This road, when com- 
pleted, will be operated by the Maine 
Central, and will become a part of thu 
Boston & Maine railroad. The trip from 
Boston and Portland to Quebec, it is esti- 
mated, will be made in ten hours' shorter 
time than at present.

A sensation lias been caused in Paris by 
the publication of a reported conversation 
between M. Flourens, French minister of 
foreign affairs, and the correspondent of 
tlie Novoe Vremya of .St. Petersburg. The 
story is officially declared to be incorrect, 
but little value is attached to the denial.

Flourens said : " 1 entered otlice with

than any other power by defeat; there- 
fore she has no course but to live on good 
terms with us. Russia came forward for 
us in a moment of danger, and we will 
not remain with folded arms should she 
be endangered." M. Flourens professed 
that he had little to fear from the new al- 
liance of Italy, Austria and Germany. 
He believed the Bulgarians themselves or 
the Turkish government would expel the 
Regents, and Russia would have no need 
to interfere in Bulgaria. He thought 
complications were not likely to ariso be- 
tween France and England, as England 
would sooner or later quit Egypt, and 
she could not dream of continental con.

ONTARIO. 

Tho recount in tli'o Algonw elootion 
came up on tho 2!)tli inst. Tho judge 
throw out tho petition owing to tho de- 
posit being informal. 

The department of agriculture lms infor- 
mation that ono thousand emigrants of tho 
Parisian mo snowed up on tho Intercol- 
onial. 

Tlio necessary amount lias boon sub- 
scribed for protesting tho election of Pur 
coll for Glengarry. 

Government otlicials have just returned 
from Washington and Huston, where they 
were sent for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation preparatory to the establishment 
of an observatory at Ottawa in connection 
with the observatory of the interior de- 
partnient. The observatory will bo located 
on Nepeun Point and will likely bo con- 
structed this year. 

Jeremiah Merrick, sheriff.of Russell and 
1'roBoott counties, is dead, 

Cargill, coiisorvativo, and Truax, liberal, 
woro tho candidates nominated for liast 
Bruce. Eloot ion will bo held on tho 2nd 
of April. Truax is a sash and door manu- 
facturer, a man of no great ability, but 
Boloctod really with a view to influencing 
tho largo Gorman vote in tho riding. 
Cargill is tho proprietor of extensive saw 
mills and a large employer of labor. 

Chief Engineer L'erloy says the prospect 
of tremendous Hoods at Ottawa greatly 
accelerated the action of lumbermen put- 
ting in Stop logs at Byniush ftideau falls, 
thus preventing the ice from passing over 
tho falls after breaking up. Montreal 
will, ho says, experience the most oxoes- 
sivo and destructive Hoods ever known. 

Mrs. Joseph Mattson, of York Mills, 
murdered her little girl one year old, by 
cutting the jugular vein, with a pair of 
sharp shears. !She then took her own life 
in tho same manner. There is no solution 
of the mystery. 

Daniel Stewart Andrews and Caroline 
McDonald, of Toronto, found guilty of 
enticing a young girl under '21 into a 
house of ill-fame, have been sentenced to 
two year's imprisonment. 

The Tribune Publishing company has 
assigned; liabilities and assets unknown. 
The paper, of which Uon.T. W. Anglin was 
editor, ceased publication two weeks ago. 

Sir Hector Langevin has returned to 
Ottawa, [t appears settled that he must 
go into the senate and load the govern- 
ment in place of Sir Alexander Campbell. 
Another despatch says that Mr. Plumb 
will bo the leader. 

Adam Hudspeth, conservative M. P. 
for South Victoria, has resigned owing to 
being disqualified as revising otlicer for 
.North Victoria. The nominations tor the 
now election will take place on the 13th, 
and polling on the 30th of April. 

Jas. Tomlinsou, of Maryboro township, 
farmer, suicided in jail at Guelph. lie 
was awaiting removal to the lunatic asy- 
lum. 

Win. ■ Kyle, wholesale liquor merchant, 
Toronto, who was arrested in February of 
last year, charged with uttering forged 
paper, and appealed on technical grounds, 
was sentenced to live years in tho peni- 
tentiary. 

A deputation from the Toronto branch 
of tho Irish national league were inform- 
ed on undoubted authority that the On- 
tario government would this session intro- 
duce a resolution condemning the Irish 
crimes lot ai present before tho British 
house of ■-• plilulotw, and expressing sympa- 
thy With the lliah people ill their atl ugglo 
for home rule. 

A man named Edward Madden, aged 
between 20 and 2M, engaged as night 
watchman at White river station, accom- 
panied. A. McDougall, storekeeper and an 
Indian trader of the same place, to an In- 
dian camp some six miles north of the 
railway on the night of the 27th 'instant. 
Mr. McDougall got into a dispute with the 
Indians and it is supposed that Madden 
wont to his assistance, when he was shot 
through the head and instantly killed by 
a squaw. McDougall bandy escaped with 
his life, and returned to tho station, where 
he and the C. P. Rl agent collected a 
number of men and wont after Madden 's 
remains, which wore brought to the sta'i n 
next day. Madden 'a people reside in To 
ronto, and, it is said, are very respectable. 

yUEIiKC. 

Lieut. -Governor Massoti fell in a faint- 
ing tit while tho members of tho executive 
were presenting him with the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne. 

At a mooting of the council of the Mon- 
treal board of trade a letter from the uec- 
rotary of the chamber of commerce, Auck- 
land, Now Zealand, was read stating it 
lias boon decided to open up an extensive 
trade with Canada, mid requesting that a 
list of articles suitable for the country 
wdiich Canada has to export be furnished. 

The bill empowering the government to 
appoint a royal commission to enquire in- 
to the hoodie charges against Montreal al- 
dermen was read a second time, but its 
chances are believed to be small owing to 
tho opposition of Morcier, who is a law 
partner of one of the aldermen against 
whom the charges are believed to be lev- 
eled. 

A deputation from tho Montreal bar 
waited upon Sir John Maedoliald and 
Hon. Mr. Thompson, to press upon tho 
government the necessity of increasing 
tho salaries of tho Quebec judges. The 
ministers promised to consider tho re- 
quest, and hinted that a general scheme 
for readjusting the salaries of judges 
throughout tho Dominion might be intro- 
duced at the approaching session, 

Some time ago tho chief warden of a 
church in Montreal purposely omitted 
presenting the collection box to one of tho 
parishioners during divine service. Ho was 
sued and commanded topay$200 damages. 
Tho churchwardens afterwards passed a 
resolution agreeing to refund the amount 
to thoir confrere out of the church money 
'f'hu parishioners took action to have tho 
resolution rescinded, and the courts have 
pronounced in their favor. 

Mr. Gaudet, M. P., for Niculet, is at 
Ottawa. He says that his constituents 
have approved of the position he took last 
session in supporting the resolution of 
non-conlid'iuce in the government, and 
that ho has not changed his attitude. 
Gaudet voted last year with the opposition 
on all important questions, including M. 
(J, Cameron's resolution condemning the 
government's Indian policy. 

Judge Mathieu has hold at Montreal 
(hat the railway companies art) bound to 
place thoir employes in comfortable cars 
while conveying them over their roads. 
J Jo gave Joseiiii Tracy, who had two ling- 
ers amputated through gutting frostbitten 
while riding on a llnlear, 8500 damages. 

Tho evidence taken in the investigation 
of the charges against t ho Montreal police 
force disclosed tho fact, that members of 
tho police patrol were frequently drunk 
and absent from duty for days at a time. 
Rumors aro afloat t hat Chief 1'aradis will 
bo removed, and the 1 names of ox-Mayo* 
Beaugrand, Lieut, -Col. 1 1 ughos and Lieut. - 
Col. Von Strnubohzio aro mentioned as his 
probable successors. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
In the N"V'k Scot ia legislature Premier 
fielding announced that nq oftioml cor- 
respondence in relation to tho question of 
rapoal had yet taken place between tho 
government of Nova Scotia and thoso of

News has boon received at Halifax that 
early tlio morning of tho t9th ult., the 
schooner Flora B from Kin sport for Bos- 
ton was soon off Port George in tho buy 
of Fundy in a heavy galo at the mercy of 
tho sea. Her crew woro lashed to tho 
rigging. At noon sho struck near Durmus' 
Rock. Lines were thrown out and tlio 
crow saved in an exhausted condition, hav- 
ing been 86 hours without food with tho 
thermometer ki tori degrees below zero 
Tho vessel and cargo wore uniiisuruil. 

NKW BRUNSWICK. 
A tragedy is reported from Long Lake, 
Madawaska county. A Frenchman was 
engaged in scutching (lax. His houso was 
sot on fire and two children, agod four 
and live years, perished in the llauios, and 
the remainder of tlio family wore foarfully 
burned, 

MANITOBA. 

Hugh Sutherland, ox-M. P. for Selkirk, 
has loft Ottawa fpt' Now Y'ork in connec- 
tion with the Hudson's Hay railway. Mr. 
Sutherland will have bills before tlio 
Dominion parliament this session provid- 
ing for the extension of the road and the 
consideration of tho various -lets relating 
to it. Work on the road will bo resumed 
as soon ae tho snow disappears. 

Hon. John Norquay, premier of Mani- 
toba, in an interview at Winnipeg said 
that ho know nothing about the reported 
probable formation of a coalition govern- 
ment, but it was thought such an event 
might possibly happen. 

Tho government immigration sheds at 
Winnipeg wore burned down on the night 
of the 1st inst. Fireman Devaney was 
severely hurt by a burnt part of the build 
ing falling upon him, His leg was broken 
and ho was otherwise injured.

TIIE LOUAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings "f tlio First Session of the Fifth 
l'arliament. 

Tuesday, April 5th. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 1 
p. in; » 

Prayers were read by tho Rev. D.-. 
Eeid. 

MOTION OK want ok confidence. 

On motion by the premier that the 
house proceed to the order of the day, 
Mr. Boaven moved the following in 
amendment; Whereas the honorable the 
attorney-general 1111(1 premier has inform- 
ed the house that it is his intention to 
have five ministers in bis cabin6t; and 
whereas the government as announced by 
thupreuuerconsists only of three members; 
resolved, that a respectful address be pre- 
sented to his honor the lieutenant-gover- 
nor, informing him that the house must 
respectfully decline to transact anything 
but formal or ordinary and unopposed 
business, until the cabinet is fully formed 
and announced. 

In making the motion he submitted 
that there was no government. 

Mr. D.uusmuir— There is no opposition. 

Mr. Boavoil proceeding said the govern- 
ment .being a now one all the portfolios 
should In; tilled before important business 
was transacted. The gentleman who had 
been entrusted with tho formation of a 
government had stated in the hotiso that 
his ministry must be composed of live 
members while he wishes to proceed with 
the transaction of business with only two. 
The premier failing to name his govern- 
ment practically admitted his failure to 
form one and therefore he (Mr. B.) con- 
tended it was not constitutional for the 
house to proceed to the order of the day. 

Mr. Speaker submit ted that the amend- 
ment should he relevant to the original 
motion. He was doubtful that, he should 
allow the motion to go to the house. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Mc- 
Leese. 

Mr. Bole said the ease having occurred 
it was desirable that this point should bo 
fully discussed and the matter placed on 
record. This was an important constitu- 
tion,'.! paint which should be decided not- 
withstanding the motion had been brought 
for the purpose of opposing the govern- 
ment. 

The honorable the premier said he 
would not occupy the t ime of t he house in 
discussing this question. Not a shred of 
authority had boon brought forward in 
support of tlio proposition contained in 
the amendment, The contention that a 
ministry was made unconstitutional he- 
cause it. was proposed to increase it could 
not he entertained. 

Mr. ( irant quoted authorities to support 
his contention that it was incompetent for 
the house to proceed with any hut ordin- 
ary business while the cabinet was in- 
complete. 

The amendment was negatived on a 
straight party division by a vote of 15 to 
s. The motion to proceed to tho orders 
of the day was carried. 

QUAKTZ .MINKS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second rend- 
ing of a hill to encourage quartz mining. 
The encouragement proposed to be given 
was of two kinds, namely by guarantees 
and by loans. The guarantee system pro- 
vided that tin' guarantee should not 
exceed one half of the total amount ex- 
pended in the improvement of the mine, 
and no guarantee should be made till 
a report hail been made by a competent 
OUirineer as to the value of tho work done 
on the mine, the quantity and quality of 
its ore, etc. Then the amount guaran- 
teed should not exceed $20,000. The 

motion of the leader of the opposition to 

the effect that it shall not be lawful for 
the lieutenant-governor in council to guar- 
antee the repayment of an advance of 
money, or grant ii siitn by way of bouusto 
assist a quartz mining company in which a 
member of the legislative assembly of 
British Columbia is a shareholder, or has 
any interest whatever, or is a creditors of 
the company, he contended was not based 
on any good principle. Tho provision fur 
bonuses provided that, they shall not e.v 
eeed a total of ytiOJKXJ, and not more 
than $12,000 to anv one mine. • 

Mr. Higgins said if tho argument of th 
honorable junior member for New West 
minster was to hold the most enterprisin: 
men in the country would bo dcbarrci 
from voting on almost every measure. II 
(Mr. Higgins) was interested in quartz 
mining, and acting on the advice of old 
parliamentarians he felt that be would hi; 
lining nothing wrong to vote for the hill, 
which was special, not general, in iLs 
operation. Carry tho idea of the member 
for New Westminster to its natural 
sequence and he should not have Voted 
yesterday on the Vancouver bill, as he 
was reputed to be the happy possessor of 
live acres in that flourishing municipality. 
(Laughter.) [Mr. Orr — Only four-and-a- 
half acres; I have sold half -an-acre.] The 
other day the honorable leader of the op- 
position said that he would riot vote oil 
the hill and left tho room; but there he 
was in his seat, and had actually put an 
announcement on the notice paper. Had 
he received new light I 

Mr. U rant agroedjjwith the principle 
ami general provisions of the bill, though 
he had a few amendments to move in com- 
mittee. The government were justified 
in taking some chances in a matter of this 
kind, as one nnuv, Would rapay them for 
the expenditure of the whole $60,000. 

Mr. ( >rr revived his proposition that 
the members of the house interested in 
quartz mines should refrain from voting 
on the lull. 

Mr. Cowan said this was a step in the 
right direct ion, and the government de- 
served grout credit for bringing this bill 
forward. But he would like to see them 
go further, and do something to encourage 
prospecting for placer diggings. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

Mr. Mason said il, require*! very little 
to bo said on behalf of this bill, for it so 
strongly commended itself to hon, gon- 
I lemon on both sides of the hotiso for 
their support, that any lengthy remarks 
were needless. This bill was brought 
down by the government in tho interest 
of everyone, a measure so thoroughly gen- 
eral that it, should pass without a negative 
cote. What ho meant by its being thor- 
oughly general was this, that if the end 
sought for in this hill he gained tho good 
results will be so general that, they will 1,0 
felt, from one end of the province to tho 
other (hear). He could not let this op- 
portunity pass without giving the govern- 
ment some credit for their action in this 
matter, and ho would take it upon him- 
self w itii the consent of his lion, colleague 
to give them the thanks of their district. 
II, showed that the government were keen- 
ly alive to tho interests of the province 
The lion, gentleman from New Westmin- 
ster district objected to tho bill because 
it was not more general. Why, if it were 
more so, it would defeat its own object. 
That gentleman would no doubt favor the 
government doling out the amount pro- 
vided for in this hill, in small sums, to 
any man that, would locate a ledge in the 
province. He would consider that gen- 
eral. If the government wore to adopt 
that method flmy might just as well take 
tho money and throw it into tho sea. The 
results would be tho same. When this 
bill was brought dov/n bethought his lion, 
friend, tho leader of tho opposition, would 
not only, .surjport iWbut give tho . j^oypr n- 



mont credit for introducing it. But no; 
as soon as it was introduced, the hon, 
gontloinun stepped to tho front and fig- 
ured as the champion obstructionist and 
blockod tho bill for tho time being. He 
could not help thinking what a splendid 
team his hon. friend and Famuli would 
make, because they both make a specialty 
of obstruction. He would have somo 
other remarks to make in committee, 

Mr. McLecse said this was so desirable 
a measure that it should receive the 
unanimous support of the house. Its 
eirect would be to encourage capital to 
como in and develop the wealth of the 
province. From reports bo had before 
him it was shown that New Zealand had 
assisted its mines during the last four 
years to the extent of a half-million of 
dollars, Last year alone they spent over 
$360,000 in this way. He agreed with 
his honorable colleague that, something 
should ho done to encourage prospecting, 
and he would suggest that the govern- 
ment correspond with the New Zealand 
authorities to ascertain tho systems 
adopted there. He only hoped that the 
companies which should take advantage 
of this bill would soon bo able to pay 
back their guarantees in order that others 
might take advantage of them. He would 
heartily support the bill. 

H on. Mr. Itobson said so far ob he could 
discern there were two members of tho 
house, only, opposed to this bill; his hon- 
orable colleague the junior member for 
New Westminster district who opposed it, 
from conscientious scruples and the leader 
of the opposition for some great constitu- 
tional reason, or perhaps because ho re- 
garded it as a religious duty to oppose 
everything. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Beavon — 1 did not say 1 opposed 
it. 1 said I could not vote for it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, continuing, said ho 
could not concede a monopoly of all the 
tenderness of conscience to the junior 
member for New Westminster district, 
and proceeding pointed out, the fallacy 
of the contention that; honorable mouthers 
of the house could not. vote on the bill be- 
cause (pi. nt.z mining companies in which 
they were interested might take advant- 
age of the bill. It was surprising that 
an}' honorable gentleman should be found 
to opjio.se a measure which had for its 
object tile infusion of a new life into the 
prosperity aud development of the prov- 
ince. He himself was interested to some 
extent in the quartz mines of the province 
but bo should not, have felt that he was 
doing his duly if he had not done some- 
thing towards a measure of this kind. He 
would ask those honorable gentlemen if 
they could consistently with their convic- 
tions and the wishes of their constituents 
vote against this hill t 

Mr. Seinliu hoped that the quart/, mines 
would not he used by the government as 
engines to further their own advancement 
anil that they would not employ only 
those around the mines who would vote 
the right way. 

Mr. Uunsinuir said the opposition were 
blowing hot and cold. He found members 
of that sate of the house Standing up and 
supporting this bill when only on hour 
before they had supported a resolution 
which if passed would have blocked all 
progress and sent the house to the 
count ry. 

Col. Baker said he was prepared to say 
that the bonus system would be imme- 
diately taken advantageof. It would se- 
cure the establishment of crushers and 
smelters whore the poor miner and pros- 
pector could take their ore and have it 
tested before seeking to interest capital in 
it. I n this'vety way the benefits of the 
bill would become general. 

Mr. Ladnor said if only one good quart/, 
mine was in operation it would do the 
province more good than half a dozen 
Canadian Pacific railways. The appoint- 
ment of the mining expert which would 
have to be made should be made with the 
utmost care. This was a good measure, 
and when such as il was brought down, 
he was always ready to support, t he gov- 
ernment. It was only because these mea- 
sures were so few that he was found so 
often voting on tho opposition side of the 
house. 

The bill passed the second reading 
without a dissenting voice, and house went 
into committee on the lull, Mr. Allen ill 
the chair. 

Several important amendments were 
submitted, among which was one by Mr. 
Beaven, providing that it, shall not he 
lawful for the government to grant a bo- 
nus to any company in which any member 
of the legislature is interested as a share- 
holder. This amendment was lost, and 
tho same member moved "It shall not, he 
lawful for the lieutenant-governor in 
council to guarantee the repayment of an 
advance of money, or grant, a sum of mon- 
ey by way of bonus to assist, a quartz- 
mining company that has employed or 
does employ Chinese; and in tho event, of 
a guarantee or a bonus being given by the 
government to a company, proper and 
sufficient security must be taken by the 
government, and given by the company, 
that Chinese will nl t inployed upon 
the work." This in itii v.. is hIbo lost. 

Bill was finally n po'te 1 complete with 
amendments. 

KOOTKNAV RAILWAY. 
Hon. Mr, Davie moved the second 
reading of the Kootenay and Athahaskn 
railway land grant bill. The promoters of 
the railway he explained had already 
spent $10,000 in preliminary arrange- 
ments during the past, four years, and it 
was expected that fully §25,000 Would be 
spent in the province by them during next, 
year. The company were of opinion thai 
ii subsidy of at least £50,000 should be 
granted to them, seeing that the construc- 
tion of the line would have the effect of 
opening up a large area of country con 
tlgUOUS to Kootenay Lake, but the gov 
eminent had not felt their way clear to 
ask the house to make a further grant, at 
this session for this purpose. The con 
Btruction was to be commenced next year 
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the Canadian Pacific railway, and Would 
come under the provisions of the consoli- 
dated railway act of Canada wi ich would 
regulate the tolls upon it. The Dominion 
government would he asked for a subsidy 
in aid of the enterprise. 

Mr. Heaven regretted that no provision 
had been made to prevent, the employment 
of Chinese. (Laughter. ) 

Col. Baker said the only objection to 
tho honorable gentleman's Chinese clauses 
was that, they would prevent capital being 
raised. 

Tho bill being reported from committee 
and motion being made to receive the re- 
port, Mr. Heaven moved that the bill be 
referred back and the usual Chinese 
clauses he inserted. 

Hon. members— Take them as read. 

On division Mr. Heaven's motion was 
voted down by II loo. Hill read a third 
time and passed.

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of a bill entitled "An Act to amend 
certain statutes." Bill passed through 
committee, was road a third time, and 
passed. 

Thu report of the bill to amend "the 
Companies Act,, 1H7.H," was adopted. Bill 
road a third time and passed.
